us.”” While the analysis of scholars does not 
necessarily destroy history, non-specialists can 
greatly benefit by interpreting historical sources 
on their own. This collection of newspaper ad- 
vertisements for runaway slaves should enable 
readers to chew primary sources themselves and, 
thus, to taste more fully the varied flavors of 
=~ 8 elie eiohteenth-century American slavery and those 
tis fled it. ‘These valuable notices, all taken from the Philadelphia 
newspaper owned for decades by Benjamin Franklin, present a firsthand 
view of history, portraying the characteristics of escapees as well as the 
attitudes of their masters, supplying details about everyday life, and 
creating a human dimension for the monumental historical events of the 
period.' The documents focus on a group of black Americans who 
declared their personal independence in a direct and forceful manner 
even as white Americans initially rebelled against the threat posed to 
their own liberties by the English government and subsequently strug- 
gled to define their rights during the Constitutional era. 

Despite the great quantity and high quality of scholarly studies, 
slavery remains one of the most enigmatic aspects of our past. Most of us 
have difficulty imagining what it was like to be a slave or a master, 
understanding how owners viewed their human property, or realizing 
the ways many blacks resisted. Of course, no simple answer exists for 
these and the myriad of related questions about the lives of millions of 
people enmeshed in the institution of unfree labor. As always, human 
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experience varied tremendously from person to person. Even where 
those experiences can be grouped into categories, many of them are best 
understood on a case-by-case basis. These published notices, mostly 
written by masters offering rewards for the apprehension and return of 
their property, chronicle the stories of hundreds of blacks who at- 
tempted to escape their bondage.’ 

Besides noting individual differences, we must recognize that slavery 
varied over time and space.? The great majority of historical studies of 
the “‘peculiar institution” have concentrated on the southern states 
during the nineteenth century. But to comprehend fully the hetero- 
geneous nature of racial bondage, we also need to consider the areas 
outside that time and that place. Slaves and masters lived and interacted 
quite differently in the eighteenth century from in the nineteenth 
century, while conditions in the northern colonies and states, the 
Chesapeake Bay, the Lower South, and the West Indies contrasted 
markedly with one another.* These advertisements focus primarily on 
fugitives and owners in the Mid-Atlantic region: three of every four 
runaways escaped from sites in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, or Delaware, 
while one in five fled Maryland masters.° 

Designed to identify as precisely as possible the men, women, and 
children who had escaped, the published notices contain considerable 
information about a group of people who left behind few other personal 
records. A number of advertisements offer extensive vignettes of indi- 
vidual runaways, sketching their fortunes, revealing their perceived 
idiosyncrasies, and suggesting the complexity of their relationships with 
other slaves, white servants, and their owners. Nearly all the adver- 
tisements delineate a host of particulars about the slaves who fled; taken 
as a group, the notices lend themselves to a systematic analysis of many 
of those traits. For example, the physical aspects of runaways— 
including their age, sex, height, color, scars, and bodily markings—as 
well as the type of clothing they wore are exquisitely detailed. Various 
features of their daily lives, from the kind of work they performed to the 
type of chains in which some were shackled, often are reported along 
with their place of birth, musical and linguistic talents, speech diffi- 
culties, number of previous owners, and frequency of escape attempts. 
The runaway’s name, primary language, ritualistic African markings, 


religion, literacy, and connections to friends and family offer clues to the d 


culture and values of many slaves. 

Masters likewise provided subjective assessments of their human 
chattel that suggest much about both slaves and owners. Testifying to 
their own limited views of their bondspeople, whites employed a great

many adjectives to classify runaways into three elementary personality 
types: “surly,” “sour,” “impudent,” and “bold”? described one cate- 
gory; “shy,” “complaisant,” and of “meek countenance” designated 
another; “cunning,” “artful,” “sensible,” “ingenious,” and “smooth 
tongued” denoted a third. The advertisements also offered clues to the 
owners’ beliefs about the motivations and escape strategies of runaways, 
their fears about the people who aided that flight, and the monetary 
value they placed on their slaves by the rewards they offered. The 
subject index should help readers locate descriptions of specific charac- 
teristics contained in individual notices. 

Constables and jailers published newspaper announcements designat- 
ing where and when suspected fugitives had been apprehended and 
identifying whom, if anyone, the imprisoned blacks had specified as 
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their owner. Thus a number of slaves can be traced from their escape to 
their capture. The name index should be of particular value for such a 
project; Abel, for example, absconded from his owner in Cumberland 
County, Maryland, on July 26, 1770, but was arrested six weeks later in 
Chester County, Pennsylvania. While most black prisoners undoubt- 
edly were returned to their masters, sheriffs sold unclaimed ones (some 
of whom were not slaves) into servitude for a period of months or years 
to pay for the costs of their advertising and maintenance while detained 
in jail.° 

These advertisements, like all historical records, exhibit a peculiar set 
of biases and limitations that must be considered when using them to 
interpret the past. Most important, they reflect the perspective of the 
masters rather than the slaves who are described. Although we may 
generally trust the portrayal of such objective traits of fugitives as their 
sex, height, and occupation, we must be considerably more wary of the 
depiction of personality types or the motivations for escape. The latter 
characteristics may reflect the perceived reality of the owners more than 
the actual nature of the slaves. Many masters, for example, were pre- 
disposed to envision their bondspeople in certain ways: docility might 
justify their enslavement and deviousness explain their attempted es- 
cape. And some slaves undoubtedly found it personally advantageous to 
play on the misconceptions of whites, to behave outwardly in ways 
which reinforced those images. Still, in the Mid-Atlantic region where 
most masters worked side by side with their slaves on farms or in shops, 
whites usually knew their slaves well. The detailed descriptions con- 
tained in the advertisements from these areas, for example, distinguish 
them from the more sketchy accounts provided in contemporary news- 
papers in South Carolina where owners of large plantations sometimes 
had little contact and limited acquaintance with their bondspeople.’ 

The notices included in this volume by no means indicate all of the 
escape attempts by blacks living in the middle colonies. Many fugitives 
went unadvertised for a number of reasons. Owners sometimes ex- 
pected, quite correctly, that their bondspeople would voluntarily return 


after taking a “holiday” for a few days; the difference between the time a — 


slave disappeared and the submission date of the advertisement suggests 
that belief. The low value of some older or less-skilled slaves who 
absconded did not justify the expense of advertising them. That hardly 
any escapees older than fifty appear in the announcements may in 

reflect the unwillingness of their masters to spend much money to track 
them down.® In addition, notices placed in newspapers other than the 
Pennsylvania Gazette are not included in these selections. Franklin’s 
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newspaper enjoyed the widest circulation and was the only one pub- 
lished during the entire period, but at least a dozen other Philadelphia 
newspapers appeared intermittently during these decades, and most 
contained advertisements for runaways that were not always duplicated 
in the Gazette.” 

We have included 300 advertisements for 364 runaway slaves that 
appeared in the Pennsylvania Gazette between 1728 and 1790. During 
those years masters published announcements for 1,324 black escapees 
in that newspaper. We selected notices that offered the most varied, 
interesting, and extensive descriptions. Although not drawn randomly, 
this sample accurately reflects the information contained in alk of the 
advertisements. The statistical breakdown of nearly all variables— 
including the age, sex, height, race, place of birth, language skills, 
occupation, site of escape, and supposed objectives—is almost identical 
for the sample of 364 Afro-Americans and for all the 1,324 advertised 
fugitives.'° To provide a comparative perspective about the characteris- 
tics, motivations, and escape strategies of black runaways, we have 
included 26 announcements from the same newspaper for white inden- 
tured servants who fled their masters. 

Except for occasional silent alterations of punctuation and expansions 
of abbreviations to facilitate comprehension, the advertisements are 
reproduced exactly as they appeared in the Pennsylvania Gazette. The 
date at the top of each notice indicates the day of the newspaper issue; 
any other date at the top or bottom of the advertisement is that of the 
submission to the newspaper. The subject and name indexes refer to the 
case numbers at the beginning of each advertisement. A glossary defines 
the meanings of many terms that the advertisements commonly include.

The remainder of the introduction is devoted to providing the back- 
ground necessary to enable readers to interpret these advertisements 
more effectively. Thus, it will sketch the number and distribution of 
slaves in the Mid-Atlantic region, the type of work they performed, 
various aspects of their cultural and family lives, the laws regarding 
fugitives and slavery, and a profile of the terrain through which escapees 
had to make their way. A quantitative analysis of the characteristics of 
the runaways and a statistical comparison with their counterparts in the 
Upper and Lower South will provide a fuller context within which to 
understand individual advertisements. 

The number of blacks enslaved in the Mid-Atlantic region during the 
eighteenth-century is impossible to chart with certainty. In 1790 the first 
federal census-takers counted 16,422 slaves in Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
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and the southern counties of New Jersey, from which most fugitives 
advertised in the Pennsylvania Gazette had escaped. But many slaves had 
gained their liberty during the previous fifteen years. Pennsylvania’s 
gradual emancipation law of 1780, the rash of manumissions granted by 
individual owners, the achievement of freedom by blacks who fought in 
the war, and the successful escapes of many bondspeople meant that 
slaves probably were more numerous in the region at the end of the 
colonial period than in 1790. Pennsylvanians, for example, owned nearly 
6,000 bondspeople in 1770 but fewer than 3,800 two decades later." 
Afro-Americans multiplied by natural increase and forced immigration 
during most of the century; their population in the three colonies may 
have quadrupled from nearly 5,000 to more than 21,000 between 1730 
and 1780. 

Still, slaves never accounted for the substantial segment of the work 
force in the middle colonies that they comprised in the southern ones. 
The best estimate is that blacks formed between 4 and 5 percent of the 
inhabitants of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Delaware during the half 
century preceding the Revolution.’? Yet these aggregate statistics dis- 
guise the importance of slave labor in particular locales. For example, 
blacks counted for one of every six residents in certain New Jersey towns 
in 1790. And the proportion of slaves in Philadelphia ranged widely over 
time, varying from a high of 28 percent in the early years of the century 
(making its racial configuration comparable to some southern areas) to a 
low of 7 percent during the decade before the Revolution."’ 

Slavery was not a homogeneous institution throughout the Delaware 
Valley. The nature of bondage and the lives of bondspeople differed 
significantly from the countryside to the region’s dominant city, Phila- 
delphia. Like whites, the vast majority of blacks lived in farm commun- 
ities and engaged in the myriad of tasks associated with raising cereals 
and livestock, the area’s primary products. Black males spent much of 
their time laboring in the fields of wheat and corn as well as cutting 
firewood, mending fences, repairing buildings, and hauling goods to and 
from small towns and the larger urban centers of New York and Phila- 
delphia. As owners sought employment for their slaves during the slack 
winter months on the farm, many blacks must have operated as 
craftsmen, making everything from bricks and chairs to shoes and 
wheels. While they helped plant and harvest crops, slave women gener- 


ally performed different, gender-specific tasks, from tending gardens, . 


chickens, pigs, and cows to carrying out the plethora of domestic chores 
encompassing cleaning, cooking, preserving food, washing clothes, and 


caring for both their own and their masters’ children. A minority of rural

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slaves worked in skilled and unskilled capacities for millers, tanners, 
and iron masters (especially in Pennsylvania and New Jersey), as well as 
rsonal servants for the wealthiest members of the community. "* 
Philadelphia’s slaves worked in a great variety of jobs in nearly every 
sector of the city’s economy. Domestic duties defined the work world of 
most black women, although their owners sometimes hired them out to 
wash clothes, wait tables, and help out in taverns and inns. Males 
likewise toiled around their masters’ homes as cooks, coachmen, and 
personal attendants, but a great many also sailed on ships as common 
sailors, hauled cargoes on and off boats, cleaned chimneys, and labored 
daily digging ditches, wells, and foundations for buildings. Artisans 
owned a considerable portion of black bondsmen, so that many slaves 
not only assisted in fashioning furniture, barrels, houses, and boots, but 
also mastered the complete art and mystery of a particular craft." 
Even while they served important economic functions, slaves in both 
rural and urban settings frequently acted as status symbols for their 
owners. Black bondspeople cost considerably more than either white 
indentured servants or hired casual laborers, and the seasonal demands 
of cereal farming meant that enslaved workers could not always be easily 
employed profitably for the entire year, making the necessary heavy 
capital investment questionable. Most residents of the Mid-Atlantic 
region strongly preferred to buy the labor of whites, whether bound or 
free. Still, the wealthiest residents of rural areas oftentimes owned 
slaves, in part to define their social standing in the community. That 
their wills and inventories sometimes grouped their human chattel with 
luxury items rather than with practical agricultural implements or live- 
stock is telling evidence. The most prominent Philadelphians— 
merchants, professionals, proprietary officeholders—likewise kept reti- 
nues of black footmen, coachmen, and personal servants to help solidify 
their elite status."® 
As in all slave-holding areas, the needs of masters shaped black life, 
setting the parameters within which bondspeople existed and thereby 
greatly influencing the nature of their culture and families. Most slaves 
were held singly or in groups of two or three. Only a few in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey regularly worked with large numbers of their own race, 
primarily in iron foundries or tanneries. Slaves in Delaware and in the 
northern and eastern counties of Maryland, from which a large minority 
of fugitives advertised in the Pennsylvania Gazette escaped, were more 
likely to live and work in larger groups on tobacco plantations. But 
wheat farming was important even in those areas, meaning that most 
black bondspeople throughout the Delaware Valley worked side by side 
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with their white masters on small farms and often lived in their owner’s 
home. In the more cramped quarters of Philadelphia, slaves not only 
occupied back rooms and closets in their master’s house but they associ- 
ated with white laboring people at a host of daily events and holidays. 
Blacks consequently found it necessary to learn the rudiments of 
Anglo-American culture quickly. Although slaves did socialize with one 
another, especially in the urban setting, their physical isolation from 
each other in the countryside undermined their ability to maintain 
distinct African languages, religions, or traditions. Moreover, before 
1740 owners had purchased most of their slaves from the mainland 
South or the West Indies, blacks who had previously been forced to cope 
with European customs. At mid-century, when masters increasingly 


began to purchase slaves directly from their homeland, African culture — 


was reinvigorated in the Delaware Valley. Even though the shift in 
forced immigration was a short-lived phenomenon, as slave importation 
into the region’s major port declined dramatically after the mid-1760s, 


the lingering cultural effects were significant.'? During the next few — 
decades, for example, the City of Brotherly Love provided a setting — 
within which blacks could define their own Afro-American community 


and institutions. The hundred or so free blacks who lived in Philadel- 


phia on the eve of the Revolution mushroomed to nearly two thousand ~ 
by 1790, as manumitted and escaped slaves sought not only refuge but 


also a chance to create viable lives with others of their own race." 


Bondspeople in the middle colonies and states enjoyed less success in — 
establishing and maintaining families than did slaves in the Upper and — 
Lower South. Afro-Americans in Philadelphia usually led fragmented — 


family lives, bearing relatively few children, living together infre- 
quently, and forming short-term relationships at best.'? Birth rates 


were much lower among urban slaves than among rural ones in the © 
Mid-Atlantic region or the southern colonies. Although farmers may — 


have valued slave children because of their potential productive capac- 


ity, most urban owners viewed them as an extra expense and an added — 
burden. Philadelphia masters thus actively discouraged their human 


property from reproducing. As one newspaper contributor commented, 


“in this city, negroes just born, are considered as an incumbrance only, — 
and if humanity did not forbid it, they would be instantly given away.” y 


Confirming this observation, advertisements offered slave children for 
sale at a very tender age, and many notices indicated that women were 
sold “for no Fault but breeding.’’”° Since most masters found it di 


profitably to employ or shelter more than one or two slaves, the great 
majority of Philadelphia’s bondspeople could not cohabit with their 
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loved ones. Those who formed intimate relationships must have visited 
one another frequently, but the ties among them were extremely fragile. 
The brisk market in slaves and the high mortality in the city meant that 
black families frequently were torn asunder by sale or by the death of a 
master. Even though Philadelphia blacks struggled hard to establish 
yiable families, circumstances beyond their control doomed most of 
their efforts. . 

Slaves in the Mid-Atlantic countryside were more capable than their 
Philadelphia counterparts in creating families and having children. 
Their familiarity with white society and close contact with their masters 
afforded some blacks the opportunity to manipulate both their situation 
and their owners, enabling them to establish loving relationships with 
others of their own race. Still, the physical distance between slaves must 
have caused considerable problems. Most bondspeople were held in 
small groups on farms scattered across Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and 
parts of Delaware and Maryland, thus limiting the degree to which 
blacks could define their intimate interpersonal relations. Consequently, 
black birth rates were slightly lower in the rural Delaware Valley than in 
the southern counties of Maryland and Virginia, while fewer slaves 
resided together in family groups in the former than in the latter re- 

ion.”' 

a All the British-American colonies established elaborate regulations to 
restrain the black population. While slave codes in the northern colonies 
generally were not as harsh nor as strictly enforced as those in the South, 
they nevertheless defined a brutal network of repression. Officials in the 
Mid-Atlantic region restricted the mobility of blacks, prevented them 
from gathering together in groups, forbade them access to liquor and 
guns, and established curfews and patrols to enforce them. Legislatures 
passed laws which denied blacks the right to testify against whites in 
court, provided separate systems of justice for the two races, assumed 
the guilt rather than the innocence of blacks, and inflicted more severe 
punishments on Afro-Americans.” 

The codes devoted a great deal of attention to one of the most difficult 
problems of slave control—running away. The Delaware Valley colo- 
nies mandated that slaves must carry a pass when away from home. If 
caught without a written permit more than five miles from their owners 
in New Jersey or ten miles from their Pennsylvania masters, a bondsper- 
son, according to the law, “‘shall be whipped by order of any justice of 
the peace on the bare back at the owner’s charge not exceeding ten 
lashes.” People who harbored fugitives particularly concerned officials, 
and such activities drew stiff penalties.

Water presented less of a problem in the moist Mid-Atlantic region since 
a ready supply flowed in the numerous rivers and streams, which often 
also served as conduits for escape. 

Runaways undoubtedly found temporary shelter in various forms. 
Forests, abundant in the area even in the late eighteenth century, fur- 
nished concealment from pursuit, a haven from the elements, and the 
warmth of a cautiously maintained fire. Abandoned cabins, barns, and © 
other structures allowed escapees greater comfort and protection. In 
addition, as one sojourner noted, caves were abundant and “conven- 
ient.””>4 

The topography of the region eased the runaway’s journey but pro- — 
vided few areas in which to take permanent refuge. ““Generally level, but 
woody” terrain and gently rolling hills with “but few mountainous 
Parts” characterized southeastern Pennsylvania and northern Delaware. | 
Southern Delaware and the eastern shore of Maryland were quite flat, — 
though “well cultivated.”?° Between Philadelphia and New York City, © 
New Jersey was “broken only by some hills.” Sandy, sterile soils 
‘producing red cedar and black pine”’ typified the eastern New Jersey 
coasts from Sandy Hook to Cape May. Besides the Pennsylvania back © 
country, which rapidly filled with Scots-Irish and German immigrants 
during the century, the pine barrens of New Jersey offered practically 
the only area in which blacks might partially escape from white 
communities.*° | 

A brief statistical overview of select characteristics of slaves who fled 
in the Mid-Atlantic region should provide a context within which to 
interpret individual advertisements. Between 1728 and 1790 the Penn- 
sylvania Gazette carried announcements for approximately twenty-c 1e 
fugitives or captured blacks each year. But the average annual number of 
advertised runaways changed dramatically over time, increasing from 
eight per year between 1728 and 1750, to thirty during the third quarter 
of the century, and then declining slightly to twenty-six annually be- 
tween 1776 and 1790. The vast majority of blacks escaped from the 
Mid-Atlantic region: 46 percent ran from Pennsylvania, 10 percent from 
Delaware, 17 percent from the southern counties of New Jersey, and 19 
percent from the northern and eastern areas of Maryland. Masters 
seeking their slaves paid for three of every four notices, while constables 
who had detained blacks suspected of being runaways published the 
other advertisements. "

Gazette with those in the newspapers of Virginia and South Carolina 


suggests some of the similarities and differences among black fugitives 


in North America. Young men typified escapees in all three areas. Males 
accounted for about nine of every ten runaways in the Mid-Atlantic 


region and Virginia, although females absconded in higher proportions 
in the Lower South (see Table 1).

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ally fell to black women undoubtedly limited their escape opportunities, _ 
since few may have been willing to flee without their offspring. Slaves _ 
between the ages of twenty and forty comprised between two-thirds and _ 
three-quarters of escapees in all three areas. Children would have en- 
countered great difficulty making their way as fugitives in a white world, 
while older slaves previously may have made the choice to remain 
because of ties to their family, the partial security available to many elder — 
bondspeople, and the likely physical tribulations of life on the run.37 

Masters indicated the birthplace of only 29 percent of the runaways; 
based on the available data, 55 percent in the Delaware Valley, 62 
percent in Virginia, and 38 percent in South Carolina were native to the’ 
mainland of North America. These figures generally reflect the nature of 
the slave population in those areas. Masters in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, and Deleware purchased many of their slaves from the South, - 
bondspeople multiplied by natural increase in the Chesapeake Bay area, 
while South Carolina depended heavily on imports from Africa and the 
West Indies. The physical descriptions of fugitives indicate that rela- 
tively few runaways in any area suffered disfigurement from smallpox, 
scars from whippings, marks from tribal rituals, or brands inflicted by 
masters. Finally, many slaves undoubtedly pilfered food from their 
owners to sustain them during their flight, but most did not steal oth a 
items of note. The greatest proportion—20 percent in the Mid-Atlantic, 
26 percent in Virginia, and 8 percent in South Carolina—carried along 
extra clothing, but only a handful left with cash, a horse, or a gun. Their 
limited access to these items and the increased possibility of recognition 
of their runaway status may have discouraged such activities. .

Glossary 


Binding: A protective covering for the raw edges of a fabric. 

Bodycoat: A dress coat that was worn relatively close to the body. 

Brazier: An individual who manufactures and repairs objects in brass. 

Brig: A vessel with two masts square-rigged like a ship’s fore- and mainmasts, 
but also carrying a lower fore-and-aft sail with a gaff and boom. 

Brigantine: A small craft rigged for sailing and rowing, speedier and more 
maneuverable than larger vessels. 

Broadcloth: A fine, plain-woven black cloth used primarily in men’s clothing. 

Calicoe, calico: A coarse cotton cloth used in a variety of eighteenth-century 
clothing. 

Camblet, camlet: Originally an attractive, expensive fabric from the Far East, the 

a name later referred to imitations fashioned from different materials. The raw 

“ materials for this cloth ranged from camel hair, silk, and velvet to blends of 

c wool and silk. 
Castor: The binomial nomenclature for the North American beaver is Castor 

canadensis. Castor referred to a hat made of the fur of this animal or imitating 
the genuine article. As rabbit fur and other substitutes were employed in hat 
manufacture, the term castor came to be used to distinguish such models from 
true beaver hats. 

Chemise: An undergarment usually made of linen or similar fabric and worn by 
women. 

~ Clocks: Expensive stockings were embroidered in this manner on the stocking 

side with silk thread.

Each advertisement for a runaway black which appeared in the Pennsylvania 
Gazette between 1728 and 1790 is indicated in this index, although only 300 of 
these notices are reprinted in this volume. If the newspaper carried an adver- 
tisement for a specific runaway attempt for more than one edition, only the first 
appearance of the notice is recorded (unless a subsequent advertisement carried 
considerably more information about the fugitive). The index is structured by 
the date of the edition followed by the name or names of the escapee. The names 
after the slash identify the master and any other whites (except escaped inden- 
tured servants) contained in the advertisement. The lack of a slash separating 





names indicates that the fugitive was not identified by name.
